8M4As to the best breed as Jayers I 
would refer you to an article I wrote 
dealing extensively with this subject 
in the December.

The cost of keeping a hen-a year 
would range. from 70cj to $1 each, de- 
pending of course on the cost of 
grains, 


It might ‘take some considerable gr- 
ound to answer this question. as there 
are many hens throughout the Pro- 
vince today that are being kept at an 
actual cost to their owner if the truth 
were known, In my own oxperience 
with the trap nest I have found some 
hens whose actual profit was less th- 


an $1 per year while other hens of]. 


the same flock were capable of pro- 
ducing a net profit of $6 per year. 
With an average flock of poultry pro- 
perly cared for with favorable market 
conditions such as we have in Alberta 
I should think that the birds would 
average a net profit of at least €$2.00 
per year, 


We would advise this reader to wri- 
te the department of agriculture at 
Edmonton for the bulletin Mr. Foley 
refers to above. In it poultry raising 
under western conditions is discussed 
more thoroughly than in any other 
work we know of.—Ed.

PHILIPPINE FORESTS. 


Precious Woods That Go to Waste In 
mf Quantitles, 

The natural growth of the Phillppine 
forests is computed by Major Ahern, 
chief of the Insular forestry bureau, to 
be 1,400,000,000 cubic feet—three times 
the cut for 1000 in the entire United 
States. At the present time fully 99 
per cent of this natural growth is go- 
Ing to waste, and the world Is clamor- 
ing for the woods—the ebonies, mahog- 
anies, fronwoods, construction woods, 
all manner of prectous woods that need 
only modern methods, a maximum of 
machinery and a minimum of handling 
to make Monte Cristos of the needed 
Jumbermen, 

There are many millions of cubic feet 
in the forests of the Phillppines that 
should be cut in order to properly thin 
out the dense growth. Tor instance, 
where there are three or four trees 
growing on a space required for one 
that one so freed would put on more 
good wood each year than the four to- 
gether. ‘Che question as to whether 
300 or 3,000 trees should remain on an 
acre is where the real value of scien- 
tific forestry is sh@vn. Then, too, 
there are many more millions of feet 
which reach maturity and pass on to 


decay, never thrilling to the woodman'’s | 


ax. There are, however, very few com- 
panies in the Philippines properly 
equipped to handle large logs, and 
without master mechanics, expert gang 
bosses—in fact, all the skilled labor re- 
quired—and without a full stock of the 
best supply material it would be haz- 
ardous to move the large logs which 
must be cut and brought to market 
if the forests are to be properly ex- 
ploited. A good price is paid in Hong- 
kong for every stick of timber from the 
Philippines, and the American lumber- 
men. with modern methods can solve 
the problem, and in so doing they will 
not only help to educate the adaptable 
Filipino as to practical things, but will 
insure him cash wages, something un- 
usual in Spanish days. — Hamilton 
Wright in The World ‘Today.

favor of the most acid substance into 
a delicious sweetness.” An official has 
found it effective after a dose of qui- 
nine and adds that “if a lemon be suck:

tirely counteracted.” The fruit resem- 
bles a small plum, with the seed in- 
vested in a thin, soft pulp, wherein lics 
the peculiar sweetening property.

A GLACIER’S SECRET. 


Weld by the Zmut Mor Forty Yeur 
and May Soon Be Solved. 

There appeared recently, ln a mor 
ing dally paper a brief telegram fro 
Zermatt to the (fect that guides hu 
been searching the lower portion ¢ 
the Zmut glacier for the body of Lor. 
Francis Douglas. 

This announcement was probubl, 
puzzling to not a few peopple, man; 
doubtless imagining that some quit 
recent mountaineering tragedy had o 
curred, involving the death of a men 
ber of the British aristocracy, but o. 
which till that moment they hud hear 
nothing. 

As a matter of fact, however, th 
death of Lord Francis Douglis o. 
curred exactly forty-one years ago, an 
that the body Is only now being sougl. 
for is explainable by the fact that i 
is only this summer “duc” at the gh 
cler’s tongue. : 

Yor this is the way of glaciers. A 
man falls into a crevasse high up new 
the source of one of these slowly mov 
Ing ice rivers. ‘The intense cold pre 
serves the body, and the glacier bear: 
It with it to the valley far below, ¢ 
disgorge {t at last not infrequently a 
fresh and perfect as on the day be firs! 
gripped it, 

Many bodies have been thus deliver 
ed up after the lapse of forty, fifty, six 
ty and even more years, and in some 
Instances exceedingly accurate fore- 
casts, based on the known velocities 
of particular glaciers, have been made 
as to the time of such deliverances. It 
Is generally agreed among geologist: 
that the Zmut glacier ought to dis- 
gorge the remains of Lord Francls—as- 
suming that they are ever again to see 
the Iight of day—this year or next. 

The accident which cost Lord Mrancis 
his life occurred during the first ascent 
of the Matterhorn and was due to the 
breaking of the rope which held the 
pioneers together. Four of them fell 
4,000 fect to thelr deaths, but three of 
the bodies were recovered shortly aft- 
erward.—London Standard,

Synopsis of Coal 
Mining Regulations 


COAL mining rights of the Domin- 
{on, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, <Al- 
berta, the Yukon Territory, the Nor- 
th-West Territories and British Col- 
ir-hla, may be leased for a term of 
t‘wonty-One yeare at an annual ren- 
tal of $1 an acre. Not more than 
8,560 acres will be leaged to one’ au- 
plicant, 


Application for a lease must be 
made to the Agent of sub-Agent of 


the district in which the rights appli- 
ed for are situated, 


In surveyed territory the land must 
be described by sections and in = un- 
surveyed territory the tract applied 
fo. shall be staked out. 

Hach application must be accom- 
panied by a fee of $5 which will be 
refunded if the rights applied for are 
not available but not otherwise. A 
reyalty shall be paid on the merchan- 
table output of the mine at the rate 

Every lesece of coal mining rights 
which are not being operated shall 
furnish the district agent of Domin- 
fon. Lands with a sworn statement 
to that effect at least once in- each 
year. 
~The lease will include the coal min- 
ing rights only, but the lessee may 
be permitted to purchase whatever 
available surface rights may be con- 
sidered. necessary for the working of 
the mine at the rate of $10 an acre.
